THE AUTONOMY OF KOREA, 

The Korea, Review questions the opinion of 

‘Dr. Morrison, the Zimes correspondent, who: 


ina. recent dispatch, quoted in the Chronicle - 


wrote that the continuance of Korea's autonomy 
was out ofthe question, In an editorial’ 
comment, our Seoul contemporary says :— 
_ “With all due regard to the keenness of his 
(Dr; Morrison's) observation and the astuteness: 
of his mind we beg to be allowed to hold our 
judgment in abeyance for a time, We were 
told 
Practically at an end, but to-day, nine years 
Sater, wa find her exercising complete auto- 
nomy, This may not be because of intrinsic 
strength ; but, whatever the reason, it is a fact, 
Some things are held together by internal 
cohesion and others by pressure from without, 
_ Korea may “be one of the latter, but it 
is a prophetic eye ‘indeed that can see 
signs of an immediate loss of that autonomy, 
The Far Ent bas not reached that delicate ad. 
Justment which makes the ‘balance of power! 
Such a fetish as it is in Europe, but neverthe- 
Jess the dismemberment of 2 Peopl*, even 
@rientals, that numbers’ one and a half as 
many souls ns the kingdom of Spain will not 
be accomplished without strenuous exertion, 
For the Inst thirty years ndd Jnpan has declar- 
‘ed herself the champion of Korean autonomy, 
and she showed the honesty of that declaration 
when In 1894 she forbnre to take advantage of 
her ‘position and absorb the peninsula, . No 
thoughtful person can believe that Japan would 
‘wish to tamper with the autonomy of Korea go 
long as ‘her legitimate interests here are re- 
Sspected, Nor is this last clause a--loophole 
of escape from the main Proposition. Her ins 
. torests are those of commerce, and they are 
legitimised by the -fact that : they are as 
" beneficial to Korea as to Japan. Except it be 
in order to safeguard these interests, we do not 
believe Jaoan wauld be any more ready to as: 
sume the administration of civil. government in 
the peninsula than the United States would be. 
It would bea difficult, an almost hopeless task, 
Even a continuance of the present attitude of 
thinly veiled antagonism on the Part of the 


Government would be preferable to Japan, to. ve: 


.the necessity of grappling with the terrific 
problem of shouldering the administration of 
the government. Itis logically absurd, Who, 
then, is to disturb the autonomy of Korea? 
There is only one other Possibility, but if there 
fs any one thing surer than. another it is that 
Japan will not allow the Autonomy of Korea to 
be tampered with, If Russia wins, the pre- 
sentiment of Dr, “Morrison may take on 
substance, but if Japan wins, or if a compromise 
_is effected, the prime feature in it will be the 
. continued autonomy of Korea, untess she 
herself should act in such a way asto make such 
autonomy impossible; and our pastexperience of 
Koren does not warrant the belief that she 
would be other than quiescent, as she was 
after the Japan-China wat, when she was 
wholly in the hands of Japan, ‘ 
. _, ‘Nor must it be inferred that public sen- 
. timent is entirely ngninst Japan here in Korea. 
- Public expression of sentiment always follows 
‘the will of the party in power in sucha country 
as this, but it would be a mistake tothink Korea 
’ has witnessed the rise of Japan in vain and 
that there are not multitudes whosee in Japan's 
achievements the promise of future progress’ 
for Korea, : 
“ Preponderance of influence does not neces- 
sarily impair sovereignty, and so Idng as 
. Korea is in treaty relations with the rest of 
the world. Powers, And their representatives 
are accredited to her Court, so long shall we 
claim that Korea's sovereignty is unimpaired 
and her autonomy complete, ° .e 
“And right here itis pertinent to say that 
we believe that the working out of Korea's 
political, social and industrial’salvation can be: 
accomplished much better ‘as’ well ‘as ‘much 
faster under a separate and autonomous 
government than under any protectorate that 
is at all likely to intervene. But she needs 
help to do it, Japan, with all her Vigour 
engendered of feudalism, was riot able to be- 
come what she ia without enormous help from 
“outside. How much less, then, can Korea do 
it without tutelage."—£y,

On 
the last voyage of the mail steamer Siberia

factured products valued at $380,255. Ex- 
cepting “$6,427 destined for Honolulu. the 
remainder of this valuable cargo was shipped 
for distribution in| Hongkong, Japan, the 
Philippines, India, Straits Settlements, Java, 
Sumatra, Singapore, Korea, Manchuria and. 
other ports on the Chinese coast. Puget 
Sound is, of course,’ the logical gateway of 
the United States to the Pacific Orient; for, 
the most direct route. from either San 
Francisco or San Liego to Japan or China, 
instead of being westerly by way of the 
Sandwich Islands, is northerly past Puget 
Sound and the Bebring Sea, and is, in fact, 
shorter by about-a weck's voyage for a fifteen 
knot vessel and nearly nine days fora twelve 
knot vessel. Hence, it is possible that in 
the near future the large output of goods 
destined, for, the Oriental- market will arrive 
in China in less time than our huge liners are 
at present bringing it across the Pacific.

 Sir,~-We, the undersigned Chambers of Com- 
merce of Shanghai, Hongkong, and Tisntsin, 
respectfully beg to bring to your. notice the 


serious disabilities under which this country 


-labours by reason of the violent fluctuations in 
the Gold value of Silver, and the pressing need 
thereby occasioned for the prompt introduction 
of remedial measures, 

In approaching this subject we are fully 
aware of the difficulties with which it is sur- 
rounded, but while in’ no way’ seeking to 
minimise these difficulties we venture to think 
that if the Treaty Powers show Weir desire 
to render to China their sympathetic assist- 
ance, she may be encouraged to take the 
initiative in endeavouring to extricate the 
country from the financial confusion into which 
it has drifted and to avert the ruin which 
further inaction seems to threaten. 

Under Clause t1 of the treaty recently con- 
cluded with Great Britath, China agrees to 
take the necessary steps to provide for an 
uniforn National Chinage, and it is in the 
fulfilment of this clause of the treaty (which. 
to be effective must ‘include the absorption of 
the Provincial Mints) that we recognise the 
preliminary step to the much needed reforms, 

It is hardly necessary to point out how 
essential it is to the Powers carrying on trade 
with China—and no less to China herself—that 
this quéstion of an uniform coinage, as a pre- 
liminary step to the establishment ofa currency 
ona gold basis, be taken in hand at once, nor, 
on the other hand, to demonstrate the dangers 
attendant on delay. It is only too well known 
by traders that the constant fluctuation of 
silver, converting, as it may, a profitable con- | 
tract into an ultimate loss, engenders a feeling 
of- insecurity in’ all commercial transactions 
which cannot fail to hinder the expansion of 
trade, 

Maved by these considerations and feeling 
confident.that whatever measures may subse- 
quently be found to be desirable or feasible, 
the firm step is the establishment of a National 
Coinage, as provided for by treaty, we respect- 
fully beg that the Representatives of the Treaty 
Powers in Peking lose no opportunity of urging 
upon the Chinese Government the imperative 
necessity of taking this matter in hand without 
delay,

REGIMENTAL BANDS AND 
RED TAPE. ; 
aie es , 

One of the principal recommendations made 
by the Committee which considered the ques- 
tion of the expenses of Army officers was that 
officers should no longer be “compelled ,to 
contribute to a fund for the upkeep of the 
regimental band.. This recommendation is to 
be carried out at once, and the War Office, in 
order that bands shall not suffer by the change, 
will double the allowance of £80 inade for 
their upkeep. The bands will, however, in 
future, be. entirely under War Office control. 
Whether this arrangement will work more 
satisfactorily, ‘as far as regimental music is 
concerned, i+ problematical. Military bands 
now-a-days are the chief and the most efficient 
expositors of popular and good music ‘The 
bandmasters are, in the great Majority, highly 
trained musicians, enthusiastic in (heir profes- 
sion, and doing excellent work in the perfecting 
of their particular branch of it, It wovld bea 
grievous pity were the change {o result in any 
restriction-being placed on their activities, or 
undue official interference crippling their work, 
Un‘ortunately, official contro! is seldom encour- 
‘aging or helpful to art, and it is to be feared 
that unless definite steps are taken to give the 
bandmasters as free a hand as possible, red 
tape may deprive them of thir initiative, and 
make them mere machines, grinding out music 
of an inferior ‘character with‘unsuitable instru- 
ments; The public, no less than the Army, is 
interested in seeing that this does not happen.
